Peking, Sept. 14.— Latest advices re­ 
ceived by the Chinese foreign board 
anti the foreign legations Indicate that 
Chengtu, capital of 
Szcchuen 
prov­ 
ince. is under siege; that most, if not 
all, the missionaries are inside the 
walls, and that the city is garrisoned 
by 1,800 troops, who have had several 
engagements 
with 
the 
besieging 
forces. 
A 
dispatch 
from 
Tsuchau,

Sept. 12, said the troops were firing 
upon the rebels from Chengtu walls 
and that the besiegers had lost many 
men. 
The belief is held there that the gar­ 
rison is capable of resisting the at­ 
tacks of any 
number of organized 
rebels fro.n the outside. 


Ixmdon, Sept. 14.— A news dispatch 
received here from Tsuchi says that 
the prefect of police there has at­ 
tempted to communicate with Cheng­ 
tu by messengers, but that the mes- 


b* ngers were unable to get through 
the lines of rioters who were attack­ 
ing the city at four points. 
Tsuchi is seventy-five miles south­ 
east of Chengtu, the capital of the 
province of Szechuen.

The officers had him under sur­ 
veillance all day and in the evening 
brought him in again and held him 
under suspicion. 
Although officers suspected Johnson 
of knowing something about the crime, 
they could not fasten guilt upon him 
absolutely.

Johnson was sweated and subj«*et«*d 
to hours of severe examination.

first he refused to admit that he had 
killed the girl and maintained he had

New York, Sept. 14.— W ith 225,000 
tons of raw 
now uffoat on its 
way to this country from H aw aii a nd 
Java , with more sugar in sight in the 
world than there was at this time 
last year, even taking into account a 
promised shortage in the crop, due 
to drouth, in the beet sugar districts 
of Germany, Arbuekle and American 
and Euroi>ean sugar refiners have a 
' corner on the sugar market and have 
■ jumi>ed the price from 4.60 cents per 
pound— the low mark last February- 
I to 7 cents, with every prospect that 
it w ill go higher. 
The advance is 
purely due, big sugar brokers say, to 
speculation and there Is no legitimate 
reason 
why 
sugar 
should 
be a ny 
higher now than it was last February. 
The price of 7 cents is the highest 
In 
twenty-two years. 
The 
German 
beet sugar situation is regarded as 
the foundation 
for the speculation, 
as reivorts of immense injury to the 
crop there have helped along the con 
ditlon which now exists. 
The advance in price started Feb. 
15 last, when the low water mark was 
4.60 cents. 
Since Aug. 9 the price has moved 
up almost dally. 
About Sept 25 the 
first of the Huwulian shipments will 
begin to arrive and within the next 
i month the entire shipments from H a­ 
w aii and Ja v a will be dumped into 
three big Atlantic ports— New York, 
Philadelphia and Boston. 


Eruption Approa c hing Proportions of 
Ba d Dis a s te r. 


Catania, Sicily, Sept. 14.— The erup 
tiou of Mount Etna is assuming the 
proportions of u real disaster.

lava stream, whose path crosses the

Shakers Give Chloroform to Suffe ring 
Sister. 


Kissimmee, 
Fla., 
Sept. 
14— Sister 
Sadie L. Marohant, n Shaker, a mem­ 
ber of that sect’s colony in this coun­ 
ty. died on Aug 23 last. 
Sister Eliza­ 
beth St’ars and Brother Egbert B G il­ 
lette, Shakers, characterized like all 
their fellows by gentleness, honesty 
and obedience to law, are accused of 
llistor Sadie’s murder. 
Foreseeing that her death from con­ 
sumption was Inevitable, and pitying 
her frightful sufferings, Sister Eliza­ 
beth and Brother Gillette administered 
chloroform to Sister Sadi«* and made 
her physical tortures end in a peace­ 
ful death. 
It was at Sister Sadie's prayer that 
her friends administered the anaos- 
thetlc under which she passed from 
unconsciousness into the hereafter 
Afte.r a formal hearing. Sister Eliza 
beth and Brother Gillette were held or, 
the charge of murder. However, Judge 
G. F Parker admitted them to bnil. 
Never before were Shakers 
in 
a 
court In this county, and the whole 
community regards them as personify­
